Dear Companion: - May 1930 


When you receive this letter our book on MASONIC CHAPTER PENNIES will 
either be on its way to you, or sent within a few days. Where you receive an addi- 
tional book for your Grand Chapter it is requested that it be presented to them at 
the next quarterly or annual Convocation. Please do this personally, if possible, 
and the selection of yourself to present the book is because we know you are familiar 
with the work over many years, and have given your own time and fraternal assistance. 


Our collection and the book represent the finish of thirty years work, 
the last five years actively. We have gathered over 30,000 Pennies. The main col- 
lection will soon be placed in the beautiful House of the Temple, at Washington, 
where it will be forever accessible to the Fraternity, for whose benefit it was 
assembled-~-and to all visitors. A second collection has been formed for the Supreme 
Council 33°, of the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, and will be turned over to them 
this year. 


The purpose of the collection is set forth in the book, but both were 
brought into being to stimulate interest in the York, so familiar to all Royal Arch 
Masons, which places the finality upon the beautiful allegory and symbolism of the 
three Degrees of Craft Masonry. It is hoped the book will be a special help in this 
way and several hundred are being prepared for special presentation to every Grand 
Chapter, all Grand Officers who have helped in the work, many Masonic Libraries--and 
to eminent Masons all over the world~-who have aided personally, and by their advice 
and fraternal assistance made the collection possible. It is further intended to 
make the book the first complete list of all Royal Arch Chapters of North America, 
both living or dead, ever published in one list or volume. Strange to say while the 
Royal Arch has existed on this continent nearly two centuries, no one else, so far 
as we know, ever attempted this before--neither an individual nor a Grand Body. 
Symbolic Lodges and various other Bodies have all had lists published, but not the 
Re Ae Chapters. It is also intended to make this work a start for listing clandes- 
tine chapters, which have sprung up everywhere of late years and continue to flourish. 
Our listing is not perfect of course, but we feel certain more than 99% of all 
regular Chapters are recorded. 


Once more we wish to offer thanks for the splendid assistance accorded 
us throughout these long years. More than £3,000 letters were sent out and the 
writer sent over 6000 personally in connection with this work. “hile most of these 
bore only my signature, it is only fair to state that Companion Hanauer has had just 
as much to do with it in every way~-and more. He has been the directing head, borne 
most of the expense, and urged me on at times when I was about ready to say "we can't 
get any more". In giving credit for this humble work+--if there is any merit or 
credit--it is my wish that it be given Companion Hanauer, and I sincerely hope this 
will be done. Our joint labors have been toward the one end, and now that it is com- 
pleted as well as we may, we tender it to you -- dear Companions -- with the wish 
that it may create, stimulate and maintain a lasting interest in Royal Arch Masonry.
